Two Dartmouth schools were 
put in a hold-and-secure pat¬ 
tern Wednesday morning after 
police received a report of a 
threat against a student, but a 
suspect was arrested without 
any weapons being found. 

Halifax Regional Pohce 
spokesman Const. Pierre Bour¬ 
dages said officers responded 
after a female student at Dart¬ 
mouth High School received 
a threatening text message. 
Another student then alerted 
administrators, who contacted 
police. 

Dartmouth High School 
was put in the hold-and-secure 
pattern for about 30 minutes. 
Nearby Bicentennial School 
was closed for about 10 min¬ 
utes as police sought a specific 
person who was later arrested 
on Main Street in Dartmouth. 


Not a classmate 


Halifax Regional School 
Board spokesperson Doug 
Hadley said the i8-year-old 
charged is not a student at 
Dartmouth High School. 


“There was no indication 
that the suspect was ever 
around the school,” Bourdages 
said. 

The 18-year-old was arrested 
around 11:15 a.m. and has been 
charged with pubhc mischief 
and wiU appear in court at a 
later date. 

Bourdages said this is the 
fourth suspicious incident in 
the last week, alongside the 
Pubhc Gardens lockdown and 
a man with a gun reported in 
Burnside, but “people are doing 
the right thing” by reporting 
what they observe.

Native band to 
continue protest 


Paper mill. Blockade 
went up Tuesday after 
band learned pipe was 
leaking wastewater 


Aboriginal protesters in Nova 
Scotia will continue to block 
access to a paper mill’s broken 
wastewater pipe until the prov¬ 
ince and the mill commit to 
closing an effluent treatment 
plant that borders their com¬ 
munity, a native leader said 
Wednesday. 

Chief Andrea Paul of the 
Pictou Landing First Nation 
says she wants the premier’s of¬ 
fice and Northern Pulp, which 
runs the mill, to devise a plan 
to close the treatment plant in 


Boat Harbour and undertake a 
site cleanup. 

Paul says until that hap¬ 
pens, protesters will continue 
preventing heavy equipment 
from using an access road to fix 
the imderground pipe, which 
they say broke near a Mi’kmaq 
burial site. 

“Now we know nothing is 
flowing through (the pipe) be¬ 
cause they can’t do anything 
until this is fixed,” said Paul. 

“This is definitely a great op¬ 
portunity for us to be able to sit 
down ... and to work through 
our issue with Boat Harbour. 
What is the plan?” 

Paul said the native band 
must be consulted on any ex¬ 
cavation that occurs on the 
site due to its proximity to a 
Mi’kmaq burial site.

Environment Minister 
Randy Delorey said officials 
continue to investigate 
what triggered the leak of 
wastewater and how much 
of it spilled. 


The blockade went up on 
Tuesday after the band council 
learned the pipe was leaking 
wastewater into wetlands and 
the nearby East River, about 
six kilometres from the Pictou 
Landing First Nation. 

David Mackenzie, a spokes¬ 
man for Northern Pipe, said 
he expects senior company of¬

Rail company to pull out of 
Cape Breton once subsidy ends 


The Cape Breton and Central 
Nova Scotia Railway says it 
intends to abandon the use of 
its rail line in Cape Breton. 

Company president Mario 
Brault says an application to 
stop using the line will be 
made with the province’s 
Utility and Review Board once 
a subsidy agreement with the 
province runs out Sept. 30. 


He says service will con¬ 
tinue until the regulatoiy ap¬ 
proval is given to pull out of 
Cape Breton. 

Brault says the $2-million 
annual subsidy is no longer 
enough to make up for a con¬ 
tinued decline in traffic along 
the line, which runs from St. 
Peters Junction to Sydney. 

He says the company will

Transportation Minister 
Geoff MacLellan says talks 
will continue with the com¬ 
pany and while the province 
is willing to maintain the cur¬ 
rent subsidy, it can’t afford to 
increase its contribution.

Family says milkshake sent their boy to ER 


Politics. NDP dismisses

The NDP is going to court to 
challenge the verdict of a se¬ 
cretive House of Commons 
committee, which found 
New Democrat MPs guilty of 
improperly spending $1.17 
million in parliamentary 
resources on partisan mass 
mailings. 

The multi-party Board of 
Internal Economy ordered 
NDP MPs on Wednesday to re¬ 
pay $36,000 to the Commons 
— presumably to cover the 
cost of envelopes used to send 
almost 2 million missives to 


A Gatineau, Que., family wants 
to find out what was in their 
five-year-old son’s McDonald’s 
milkshake, which they allege 
made the boy’s tongue bum 
and his stomach ache.

McDonald’s Canada spokes¬ 


person Jason Patuano said the 
company launched an internal 
investigation and tested the af¬ 
fected milkshake through an 
independent lab. He said the 
results were inconclusive, but 
would not share the report 
with Metro. 

The dispute started July 22 
last year when Hansen and his 
family went to the drive-thm at 
a McDonald’s to get french fries 
and milkshakes. 


The English-speaking family 
said they were ridiculed for not 
speaking French, and when 
they got their order, Han¬ 
sen said the fries “had been 
stomped on” and his yormg 
son said his milkshake “tasted 
funny.” 

“He said it was pepper- 
minty. He didn’t mean it was 
sweet like peppermint, he 
meant it burned his mouth,” 
said Hansen. 


The family brought their 
child to hospital and was ad¬ 
vised to call poison control. 
Hansen was told to monitor his 
son and to return to emergency 
if his condition worsened. 

Hansen says his son has 
been unable to gain weight 
over the last year, and he wor¬ 
ries that without knowing what 
was in the shake, doctors can’t 
fully assess possible damage.

“We believe that we have 
followed the member’s by¬ 
laws and the Canada Post Act, 
and we will now have to fight 
this process — by a partisan 
secretive body that is domin¬ 
ated by Conservatives — out¬ 
side of Parliament.” 

Julian said Conservatives, 
aided and abetted by the Lib¬ 
erals, acted as “judge, juiy 
and executioner,” nailing 
the NDP for allegedly parti¬ 
san content in their mailings 
while sanctioning similar 
mailouts by their own mem¬ 
bers.

Researchers find fossils 
with a primitive jaw 
precursor, an adaptation 
that helped vertebrates 
rule the world 


A hungiy Homo sapiens tuck¬ 
ing into a plate of shrimp may 


not realize what a stunning 
reversal of fortunes her din¬ 
ner represents. 

In the primordial seas 
where life first proliferated, 
arthropods — the animal 
family that includes present- 
day crustaceans — dominated 
in number and in size, preying 
on our worm-hke vertebrate 
ancestors with impunity. 

But 500 million years later, 
vertebrates now sit at the top 


of the food chain, as any Red 
Lobster proves. 

On Wednesday, researchers 
from Toronto and Cambridge 
annoimced they had discovered 
44 fossils of a primitive fish that 
bear a key adaptation respon¬ 
sible for the later success of 
vertebrates, including humans. 

Chipped out of the Can¬ 
adian Rockies two summers 
ago, the fish fossils show a long- 
hypothesized but never-before- 


seen moment: the primitive 
precursors of the jaw. 

“It was a major event in the 
evolution of vertebrates. After 
the creation of jaws, vertebrates 
were able to capture prey and 
(chew) food,” said Jean-Bemard 
Caron, an invertebrate paleon¬ 
tologist at the Royal Ontario 
Museum and the University of 
Toronto who co-authored the 
Nature paper annoimcing the 
specimens, torstar news service

Paraplegic in 
exoskeleton 
gets first kick 


The first kick at the World 
Cup opening ceremony will 
be made by a paraplegic 
wearing an Iron Man-like ro¬ 
botic bodysuit controlled by 
signals from the brain. 

Brazilian doctor Miguel 
Nicolelis led a team of 156 
scientists from around the 
world to create the futuris¬ 
tic exoskeleton, which was 
designed to enable paralysis 
victims to walk. 

At the World Cup opening 
ceremony Thursday in Sao 
Paulo, a paraplegic whose 
identity has been kept se¬ 
cret will leave behind his or 
her wheelchair to take to the 
pitch in the suit and give the 
tournament’s first kick. 

Electronic circuits in the 
device’s “feet” will send a 
return signal to the user via 
an artificial skin worn on the 
arm, conveying the sensation 
of movement and contact. 

“Doing a demonstration in 
a stadium is something very 
much outside our routine 
in robotics. It’s never been 
done before,” said Nicolelis, 
a neuroscientist at Duke Uni¬ 
versity. 

His voice contains a mix of 
exhaustion and excitement, 
the result of 30 years’ work, 
more than 200 scientific pa-

pers and countless clinical 
tests that are nearing a spec¬ 
tacular summit. 

Nicolelis said the idea for 
the suit came to him in 2002, 
when scientists were just be¬ 
ginning to explore robotic 
exoskeletons. “In 2009, after 
we learned Brazil was hosting 
the World Cup, they asked 
me for ideas to show Brazil 
in a different way than the 
world usually sees it. That’s 
when I suggested doing a 
scientific demonstration to 
teach people that Brazil is 
investing and has human po¬ 
tential to do things beyond 
football,” he said, afp

dismisses 

criticism 

Some scientists have criti¬ 
cized Miguel Nicolelis for 
ditching academic publi¬ 
cations in favour of mass 
media — he posts research 
updates on Facebook — 
and the anonymity of the 
lab for the spotlight of the 
World Cup stage. 

Critics have also ques¬ 
tioned the practicality of 
his research and accused 
him of hogging an unfair 


share of the Brazilian gov¬ 
ernment’s research budget. 

Nicolelis rejects that 
criticism. “The funding is 
the same with or without 
the World Cup. We’ve re¬ 
ceived $14 million from the 
Brazilian government over 
the last two years. That’s 
approximately four or five 
times less than what the 
United States government 
invests in a mechanical 
arm,” he said. 

“I don’t see anything 
wrong with demonstrating 
a technology for the whole 
world that has a humanitar¬ 
ian objective,” he added.

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L^al mash-up 
over Tennessee 
whiskey still sour 


Lawyers may need 
a stiff drink. Liquor 
companies at odds over 
the legal definition of 
the popular beverage 


To many, Tennessee means 
whiskey. But inside the state, 
the question is: What does 
Tennessee whiskey mean? 

A battle between two 
worldwide liquor compan¬ 
ies — owners of mega-brand 
Jack Daniel’s and smaller 
rival George Dickel — is being 
waged over who has the right 
to label their drink as follow¬ 
ing authentic Tennessee style. 
It’s among the epicurean 
battles being waged around 
the world over what food and 
drink should cany special 
status as local and unique. 

London-based liquor con¬ 
glomerate Diageo PLC opened 
a heated legislative fight 
earlier this year seeking to 
overturn the state’s newly 
established legal definition 
for Tennessee whiskey that 



has been championed 
by Jack Daniel’s, which 
is owned by Louisville, 
Kentucky-based Brown- 
Forman Corp. Among the 
new rules are require¬ 
ments that whiskey 
must be aged in new, 
charred oak barrels in 
Tennessee and filtered 
through maple charcoal 
prior to aging. 

D i c k e 1 ’ s 
owners say they 
conform with 
the traditional 
methods laid 

out in the state 
law, but they 
have cited sev¬ 
eral reasons for 
challenging the 
statute. They 

claim that a po¬ 
tential shortage 
of new American 
oak barrels could 
threaten produc¬ 
tion and that 
future products 
made by Dickel 
and the growing 
number of craft 
distillers in the 


state shouldn’t be bound 
by law to follow the old 
ways. 

Some advocates 
feared a successful chal¬ 
lenge by Dickel of the 
storage statute could 
give way to a legal chal¬ 
lenge of the overall Ten¬ 
nessee whiskey law. 

On Tuesday in a sep¬ 
arate but related 
the Dia¬ 
geo subsidiaiy 
George Dickel 
came out on top 
when state attor¬ 
neys in Nashville 
abruptly dropped 
a complaint that 
Dickel had violat¬ 
ed a state statute 
prohibiting the 
aging of Tennes¬ 
see-made whiskey 
outside its bound¬ 
aries. Dickel had 
challenged the 
statute in federal 
court, claiming it 
violated laws on 
free interstate 
commerce.

It*s more bad karma 
for Lululemon's founder 


Shareholders of Lululemon Ath- 
letica Inc. have re-elected two 
directors that the company’s 
founder and largest sharehold¬ 
er Ghip Wilson voted against in 
an apparent boardroom back¬ 
lash, the latest controversy to 
come to fight at the struggling 
yoga wear retailer. 

Hours before the vote on 
Wednesday, Wilson, a director 
who owns 27 per cent of the 
company’s shares, announced 
he voted against chairman Mi¬ 
chael Gasey, who had just re¬ 


placed him in that role months 
earlier, and director RoAnn Gos- 
tin, a private equity executive. 

Wilson said he felt change 
was needed at the board level 
to boost the company’s lagging 
share price. 

“While 1 am excited about 
the new management team 
that 1 helped put in place, 1 am 
concerned that the board is not 
aligned with the core values 
of product and innovation on 
which Lululemon was founded 
and on which the company 


thrived,” Wilson stated. 

He said there is a “palpable 
imbalance in board representa¬ 
tion, which is heavily weighted 
towards short-term results at 
the expense of product, culture 
and brand and longer-term cor¬ 
porate goals.” 

The outspoken Wilson 
said his vote against the two 
directors sends a signal to the 
financial community that Lulu¬ 
lemon must address the board 
member issue if the company 
is to recover, the associated press

Moonhouse. Artist gets dream home off the ground 



A traditional Swedish cottage 
could be the first house on 
the moon, set to land as early 
as October 2015. 

Swedish artist Mikael Gen- 
berg has been working on the 
Moonhouse project for over 
10 years and has now turned 
to crowdfunding to make his 
dreams a reality. 

If all goes according to 
plan, the red house with 
white gables will be sent into 
the universe by U.S. aero¬ 
space technology company 
Astrobotic on the back of a 
spacecraft in October next 
year. 


Measuring three metres by 
two metres at the base, the 
house will have a roof height 
of 2.5 metres, allowing an 
adult to stand up inside. Once 
deployed on the moon, the 
cottage will unfold by itself to 
form a typical Swedish abode. 

“Putting a house on the 
moon should be impossible, 
but through crowdfunding, 
through the Internet, through 
being enough individuals go¬ 
ing together proving this, that 
means that we can do any¬ 
thing,” says Genberg. 

The Moonhouse project 
has received funding from 


partners from the private sec¬ 
tor, but around $15 million is 
required to transport the cot¬ 
tage the 384,000 kilometres 
from Earth to the moon. 

Each $1 pledged to the pro¬ 
ject will take The Moonhouse 
about 25 metres closer to its 
destination. 

“The Moonhouse will 
enable people to make his- 
toiy and a mark on the 
international scene since the 
Moonhouse will be the first 
payload funded by private 
individuals to land on the 
moon,” says John Thornton,

Arrange tortillas on a large 
oven tray. Divide salsa over 
one half of each tortilla, mak¬ 
ing a well in centre of salsa.

3. Cut out the circle you 
have just traced. 

4. Place a thin bead of a 
glue around the single open¬ 
ing of your PVC pipe. Safely 
attach your plastic or mesh. 
If you are using plastic, con¬ 
sider adding a few small slits 
or holes to allow drainage. 

5. Fill the vessel with 
enough soil to plant your 
herbs. When planting the 
herbs, the excess soil in the 
store pot is usually enough 
to completely fill each of the 


pipe’s ends. 

6. If your herbs came 
with plant-markers, place 
them behind the herb in 
each opening. Water lightly 
and trim off any weeping 
pieces.

First Fathers’ Day. London couple shares 
trials and tribulations of finding a surrogate

Frank Emanuele, a teacher 
in London, always knew one 
thing for sure: He wanted to 
be a dad. One of the hardest 
parts about coming out in his 
early 20s, though, was the 
realization that, as a gay man, 
that wouldn’t happen easily. 

“1 told myself 1 could 
adopt, but still. 1 thought 1 
would being doing it alone.” 

For Norm Furtado, a family 
physician, becoming a father 
was never on the horizon. 
“It just wasn’t something 1 
thought about. 1 was so ca¬ 
reer-focused, and becoming 
a parent just wasn’t in the 
picture. In fact, in my 20s, 1 
would say 1 was pretty anti¬ 
kids. 1 had just come out and 


was developing who 1 was.” 

But in a sushi restaurant 
in London on one of the 
couple’s early dates in 2005, 
everything changed for both 
of them. “Frank basically said, 
‘Look, 1 am having kids. This 
is where the train is going,”’ 
Furtado said. “And 1 don’t 
know my exact words, but 1 
said, ‘Yeah. 1 could have kids 
with you.’ It suddenly seemed 
possible.” And the journey 
began. 

Years of research, heart¬ 
break and baited breath 
followed as the couple navi¬ 
gated the complex world of 
surrogacy. Finally, they found 
their match online: Angela, a 
mother of four, who offered 
to be their “oven.” Thanks to 
an egg donor and many tricky 
discussions and negotiations, 
the dream of becoming dads 


looked like it was finally go¬ 
ing to become a reality. 

Throughout the entire 
process, Furtado says, Eman¬ 
uele had his eye on the prize 
the whole time, while he was 
more focused on the journey 
itself 

“I’m much more prag¬ 
matic,” he says. “1 was think¬ 
ing about scheduling doctor’s 
appointments and taking 
time off work. The process 
was really overwhelming. 1 
wouldn’t say 1 was excited, as 
much as 1 was anxious.” 

But as Angela’s pregnancy 
progressed and hurdles were 
conquered, Furtado felt his 
anxiety waning and his ex¬ 
citement growing. 

“1 think before the baby 
came — when it was still 
theoretical — 1 only thought 
about parenting in terms of 
all of the extra work. But as 
soon as Angela started show¬ 
ing, 1 started thinking about 
other things, like school 
plays.” 

The labouring proved to 
be more complicated than 
with Angela’s previous four 
pregnancies, and both dads 
were stricken with worry. But 
Furtado’s recollection of the 
moment when his son was 
born is sharply focused and 
awash with love for both his 
husband and baby.

“1 watched Frank the 
whole time. 1 remember the 
look on his face. 1 remember 
the way his hands fell open 
to welcome our child. 1 didn’t 
stop to think about what 1 
was feeling. When the mo¬ 
ment came to cut the cord, 
our plan had been to have 
Frank do it — 1 didn’t want to 
take that moment from him. 
But he had his hands full with 
Luca. It’s something I’ve done 
many times before as a doctor 
without even thinking about 
it. But this time ... Then Frank 
moved to a chair we’d set up 
so Luca could have skin-to- 
skin contact with him and 
when that floppy, wet baby 
was placed on his belly, 1 just 


realized, ‘1 am a dad now.’” 

Now, eight months into 
fatherhood, the two dads are 
starting to talk about adding 
to their family and giving 
Luca a sibling. Both are besot¬ 
ted. 

“1 describe fatherhood as 
‘new heights of joy balanced 
with new depths of fatigue,”’ 
says Furtado. “But at the end 
of the day, there is nothing 
more healing than playing 
with Luca and hearing him 
giggle.” 

“People talk about ‘that 
moment’ when you suddenly 
feel like a parent,” Emanuele 
says. 

“1 never had that. The mo¬ 
ment Luca was born, 1 was so 


ready. It was ‘OK, here we go.’ 
Life is different, of course.” 

This Father’s Day — their 
first as parents — will be 
spent at a cottage with their 
friends Emily and Andrea, a 
couple whose three-year-old 
daughter for whom Emanuele 
was the donor. 

“1 knew that 1 couldn’t 
ask anyone to help me have a 
baby, if 1 wasn’t willing to do 
the same for another family,” 
Emanuele added. This year, 
the two couples and two kids 
will all celebrate Donor’s Day 
and Father’s Day together. 

“We always say that we 
don’t have a family tree,”
